DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 
This Office Action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on April 26, 2005. 
Claim 1 has been amended. The claims, as amended, have been carefully considered but deemed 
not allowable in view of newly discovered references applied below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Marshall 
(U.S. Patent No. 4,205,680). Marshall discloses in Figure 2 a medical sponge (10) having a 
series of radiopaque indicators (21). With regards to claim 2, Figure 2-4 illustrating the 
radiopaque indicators (21) sheathed by handle (14), thereby, the indicators (21) can be visible to 
the human eyes by the bulkiness. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kliger. 
(U.S. Patent No. 3,91 1,922). Kliger discloses a medical sponge (2) composed of a fabric layer 
(4) having dispersed throughout finely barium sulfate (12). Figure 1 illustrating the dispersed 
barium sulfate (12). However, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to arrange the 
dispersed barium sulfate (12) in a coordinated grid, e.g. a Cartician grid, with distance markings 
and as such would have assisted a healthcare provider in precise length or a distance during a 
procedure. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Marshall (U.S. 
Patent No. 4,205,680) or Kliger (U.S. Patent No. 3,91 1,922), as applied above, and further in > 
view of Muller (U.S. Patent No. 4,899,762). Marshall or Kliger, above, discloses a medical 
sponge but does not teach the sponge includes idodine or other antiseptic, as recited. Muller 
discloses the flat base (20) may be mutually compatible antiseptic material as layered in Figure 
4. Therefore it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to apply the antiseptic material 
onto Marshall's or Kliger' s sponge as such enhance antiseptical environment during a procedure.
